Benicia Female Seminary. 

The Annual examination of the classes in 
this institution was done on the 26th and 27th 
insts. The evening of the 27th was devoted 
to the Senior graduating class, consisting of 
four young ladies, who are understood to have 
been pupils in the school for four or five years. 
This is the first graduaticg class, from this 
Seminary, and according to the accomplished 
Valedictorian, the first class of young ladies 
who have received diplomas of Bducation in 
the State. 

Of Benicia as a place for such a school, it 
may be said, lst. That it is accessible from all 
parts of the State; 2d. That the climate is 
very fine. The hot air of the interior is tem- 
pered by the ocean breezes, and holds the solid 
fogs of San Francisco in delicious solution, 
and makes an element for breathing fit for 
angels; 3d. It is, aside from the alluremeuts 
and corruptions of a city life. The young la- 
dies dwell here continually under the incite- 
ments and emulations and motives of the 
scholar ; the charm is not broken by the diver- 
sions or duties of home, and ander the constant 
watch of affectionate teachers, they have noth - 
ing te do but to be educated, in truth and pu- 
rity. Their rambles for exercise in the open 
country are not liable to molestation, nor sub- 
ject to the restraint of curious and impertinent 
observation. They may frolic like childhood, 
or stroll “In maiden meditation, fancy free.” 

Uf the school we make the following obser- 
vations: The girls seem to be controlled more 
by an affectionate regard and respect for the 
wishes of an elder sister, than by the rules of a 
governess. They know the necessity of order 
for their own improvement and happiness, and 
therefore are orderly. There is not that pre- 
cise, and military discipline which is to be re- 
marked in some of our city schools. Over a few 
of the half grown girls, a stern discipline would 
be benificeat. They number about eighty, and 
the capacity of the buildings must be well test- 
ed. The recitation rooms are convenient and 
very neat, and the dormitories exhibit taste 
and order, “excellent things in woman.” 

The system of instrnction appears to be 
most thorough. Real discipline of mind is 
obviously the end of the whole plan. Solid 
studies are more dwelt upon than in any young 
-ladies’ school we have ever visited. Algebra, 
Arithmetic, Geometry, Philosophy, Chemistry, 
Astronomy, have got these advanced pupils all 
a thinking. They obviously had prepared much 
for the examination, but in all, they have learn- 
ed to think and reason. They stand self-pos- 
sessed under aninterrogatory. Some can make 
new application of the rules, and new rules, 
but not all. Their music, to which they give 
much attention, for they sing splendidly, is 
learned in its principles, from a text book, and 
from this, we put down a positive characteristic 
of the school to be solid study. We were partic- 
ularly pleased with the examinations in Arith- 
metic, Algebra, Chemistry, and Kame's Elc- 
ments of Oriticism. We observed they are 
rot required to stand when they recite ; nei- 
ber does each one always wait till called upon, 
but sometimes breaks in to help out another; 
perhaps this resulted from the eagerness of 
examination. 

Monday evening was occupied with most ins 
g nious tableaux, devised, by one of the 
teachers, Occasioning silent admiration fol- 
lowed by rounds of applause. Those jump- 
ing girls were calm as statues. It was 
a very handsome and successful thing ; and 
the whole eighty, lacking one, appeared in 
this pictare-way before us, and not one broke 
down, or made any great blunder in her part. 
Two young ladies read the “ Wreath,” which 
has now reached several numbers, and is pre- 
served in bound volumes. For skill in the use 
of words, for fine thoughts and delicate wit, 
and happy allusion, a company is seldom bet- 
ter entertained. One of the readers was easy 
in her superiority ; would win your admira- 
tion in any place. 

While we thus speak unequivocal praise of 
this school, and feel pride in it as an institution 
in the State, and attribute to it the most 
solid excellence, we will take the liberty 
to make a few criticisms. The reading of the 
young ladies appears to have received too little 
attention. ‘Their time has been occupied in 
heavier studies. It lacks culture, and has 
no nature charm. One reader is superior, 
another very good, the rest are very ordinary. 
They do not get a quick apprehension of the 
author's meaning, nor express it with natural- 
ness. The hand- writing too, seems neglected. 
It does not exhibit culture, care or taste; too 
much like a person’s who writes merely to be un- 
derstood. We count a fine fair hand a 
choice accomplishment in school girls. It 
might be inquired if sufficient attention is 
given to attitude and gymnastic exercise. Some 
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are stooping, shoulders forward of the chest, 
and chin ahead of them. This may be the 
carelessness of home, but there should be care- 
fal means employed to remedy it. Asa school 
however, we have never seen more healthful 
and handsome girls. 

Of the last evening's exhibition, singing and 
original essays, by the four young ladies who 
were graduated, we would like the time to speak 
with fulness. Their productions were different 
and cannot be compared. They were all fine 
specimens of varied composition. Miss Wood- 
bridge was witty, humorous, and satirical ; 
Miss Hook’s essay was as well written as any, 
betokened as good a mind; her subject was 
Progression,“ but amongst all causes, she to- 
tally ignored the cause of all Christianity, and 
left her essay a moral desolation. Mies Rid- 


dell read a beautiful poem: “Sounds from 


Home.” She composed also the “ Parting 
Song,” a poetical, sweet, beautiful thing. Miss 
Walsh read the valedictory ; in its parts, in its 
proportions, expression, feeling, we have never 
known it excelled. The class would be an 
honor to any school. The teacher may look at 
them with great satisfaction and pride. The 
interest of the occasion increased to the close. 
Rev. Mr. Woodbridge, the pastor, made the 
class an impressive address, delivered their 
long looked-for diplomas, and pronounced upon 
them his benediction. Then came the closing 
song; those many well-drilled voices, under- 
borne by the strong, magnificent “second” 
of the finest singer, Miss Woodbridge, and the 
effect was enthusiasm. We parted with high 
hopes. May Miss Atkins and her excellent 
assistants, long be spared to carry on this 
school, and adorn the beauty of our State, and 
scatter a charming light over a multitude of 
homes.

displayed. Examine your own body. It is a 
perfect palace for the regal soul. It is loaded 
with proofs of careful, exquisite intelligence. 
Who but a contriver ever fixed that little 
pulley in the corner of the eye, performing just 
the needed office, by means plainly adapted to 
that end and no other? That little muscle- 
pulley is of itself enough to pull down a whole 
system of unbelief. , 

Did a great Instinct do all this? As the 
bee fashions its cell of faultless mathematical 
proportions? Not so. An instinct itself 
needs accounting for. The word instinct 
means something thrust in, infixed; and by 
whom? There we want the intelligent plan- 
ner. Instinct could never produce a new order 
of things, new races, new styles of life. A bee 
cannot form the least animaleule, and give it 
life and self-activity. Life is the great prob- 
lem, calling for something beyond a blir, 
necessitated instinct. Bebind all that is in- 
stinct, implanted, we want a mind, a contriver, 
a personality. 

Design is clearly seen in the ordering of 
life, adapting its successive eras to the ten- 
anted earth. How happened the globe to be 
peopled with just such races as it was suited to 
maintain? An unintelligent power would just 
as soon have placed man on a desolate, or a 
red hot earth, as on one so royally fitted up 
for his residence. There have been no mal- 
adjustments. In the grand progress, the on- 
ward march of life, each style has come in just 
where it should; the whole forming an unblem- 
ished system, most skilfully and exactly con- 
trived. 

But we bave still to notice the highest kind 
of work produced by the great worker. It is 
the soul. The argument is a short one. To 
account for a product you must go at least as 
high as the thing produced. The stream of 
qualities cannot get above its source. Man's 
soul is a personal product. It must come from 
a personal author. We cannot possess higher 


qualities than He from whose fountain we 


draw our being. We reason and reflect, we 
bave free will and moral perception; God must 
have like qualifications, for of Him we are: 
Our souls demand a personal God, to be our 
governor and judge. It is the claim of our 
moral instincts. Who can think it ground- 


less, or to be disappointed? If there be no 
Person to right our wrong, and to carry out 
the sentence of an approving or a condemning 
conscience, then why should we claim it? It 


is a flaw in the great Lustinet that has pro, 


duced us. It has fashioned a universal false- 
hood. Do you say it was best forman to have 
this false belief? In order to check his wrong 
doing, and cheer him with the voice of hope? 
Who, or what, knew that it would be best,and 
engrafted on the soul this happy falsehood ? 
It must have been a designed benefit; such as 
could have been planned only by an intelligent 
personal being. The exquisite fiction suppo- 
ses a wise framer of the fiction, before it could 
be inwrought into the race. 

Thus do the soul’s great yearnings and fears 
point, irresistibly, to a personal Governor and 
Judge; making it doubly impossible to doubt 
that the power which has so contrived the 
world, and which has 80 fashioned life, espe- 
cially the soul-life of man, is itself personal. 
God thinks, knows, remembers. He has a will 
for us to conform to: a moral law for us to 
obey. 5 G.

Do Ministers Work? 

Asa matter of fact, the labors of the Minis- 
ters of Christ cannot be defined by words. 
That thinking is the most laborious work, is 
to the thoughtful mind, only an axiom. The 
gospel minister must be a manof thought. In 
the first place, from seven ti nine of the best 
years of bis life are devoted to the unrewarded 
task—only as worthy effort is its own reward 
—of preparation for his work. This is a pe- 
riod of severe toil, inasmuch as it imposes tasks 
to accomplish, which the mind feels itself 
utterly unequal. Here the mental struggle 
with pride and ambition, conscious inability, 
together with another struggle, often equally 
destructive and terrible, with poverty and 
sickness and neglect, inevitably leave marks on 
the face and frame, which time can never 
remove. 

This period past, the man begins his work. 
With enough of history, theglogy, Hebrew and 
Greek, but without any money to commence 
with, be.casts himself upon the charities of a 
people, “ who would be willing to contribute 
something provided they could have good 
preaching.” Passing by comfortable places, 
anotber man’s foundation, he begins his labors, 
sey, in a new 2 where there is neither 

edifice, church or congrega 

one to render needed assistance 
“shall have proved himself to be a good 

reacher.” Does he then work and endure? 

rom observation of actual facts in this State, 
I shall endeavor to answer this question ; 
showing both that immeaburable difficulties 
sometimes circle around a minister in a new 
community ; and, what is more, that they are 
sometimes endured, for the sake of usefulness, 
and met with a beroism almost worthy of the 
cause, and such ag only religious love can in- 
spire. _ A Layway. 
Popular Amusements. 

The N. I. Evangelist, following out the 
views of an article upon this subject in the 
Christian Examiner, a Unitarian review, has 
some remarks, both philosophical and practi- 
cal, which we here present in brief. The 
writer concedes, of course, what the apologists 
of a eertain kind of amusements labor to 
prove—as thoagh it were not conceded—that 
amusements of some kind are necessary. Also, 
the social and convivial crevings of uncultiva. 
ted nature, predominant as they are, must and 
will be gratified. Bare abolition of any of 
the modes by which this is done, even the 
worst of them, is impossible, and a wise man 
will never attempt it. 

In the reform of society, especially that of 
overworked and crowded cities, a philosophic 
benevolence, springing out of Christianity, must 
pave the way for law, and make it possible to 
restrain vice, by directing the passions to more 
innocent outlets. 

What recreations are at once the most salu- 
tary and satisfactory to human nature in gen- 
eral? It is here that the lovers of the theatre, 
the ball room, the card table, and the gin shop 
make thelr grand theoretical mistake. 
misinterpret, grossly, the dignity of even their 
own poor type of poor human nature. 
areas ignorant of what would please them 
best, as they are of whatvis best for them. So 
of their apologists, They contemplate the la- 
boring man in bis hours of rest, as a mere 
wearied animal. They, as well as he, conclude 
that bis first problem must 
all exertion, and the — —— — 
sively, the most of enjoyment, or exhilaration. 
To worship God and meditate upon heavenly 
glory, is too active and elevated Sabbath em- 


ployment to refresh a spirit wearied with ser- 


vile labor; 80 he must ride, or lie vaéantly on 
the grass, or get exhilarated with liquor, and 
company, and laughter—all recreations. 
Again, in the leisure intervals of the week, to 
read an instructive book, er hear a scientific 
lecture, or even to enjoy a concert of music, is

Bat it is nevertheless certain that there is 
something distinctively human left, even in the 
jaded drudge of the shop or the forge. Some 
thing, too, which the poorest of such dradges, 
he wh» has the least of it, is proud of, each in 
his measure; which he loves, perhaps, more 
than avything else, when once he gets about it 
to exercise and feel it to be his own. For illus- 
tration, take the humblest 122 human 
nature you can select from the shops of a city, 
and engage him in conversation upon some 
topic which he can partially understand; no 
matter whether it be his own craft, or some 
department of science, 
nine cases out of ten, 


the discussion of his views. as if he were a 
member of some Royal Academy or Supreme 
Consistory. Take him to a political meeting 
and he will be as attentive to the logic of a 
Senator, and perhaps as good a judge of it, to 
the extent of his information, as any one else 
bang upon of the 
upon vocate 
— all . of the argument, 
with a patient zeal that proves the rational 
sbul, eagerly absorbing whatever is rational. 
And in all these things, he will experience an 
effective and wholesome refreshment. This is 


fact, not theory, and any one who has at any 
ae hy life associated with laboring men, 
ws it. 


Theory, however, which is nothing but fact 
and experience ized into a law, testifies 
decidedly to the same effect. Discrimivating 
recreation from mere , which all natures 
require alike in its place, its definition is found 
to be, a change from servile to spontaneous 
exertion. Repo-e or blank cessation, has 
nothing to do with amusement; it is in fact 
its negative. It asks only these two condi- 
tions: a change, and a spontaneous change of 
employment. For the student, a contest at 
cricket, or at wrestling, or even at mowing, 
may be the most satisfactory amusement, if it 
be but purely spontaneous. For the mower, 
on the contrary, the books the student has left 

wer to refres reinvigorate, any 
biber recreation. It is not meant that all la- 
borers will find pleasure in books, or that all 
students will ind play in manual labor; that 
is a matter of taste and aptitude. But the 
principle illustrated is, that while the labor of 
the brain is to be relieved by shifting the ex- 
ertion to the body, the labor of the body can 
be effectually relieved (in the way of amuse- 
ment) only by some willing exercise of the 
mind. And the more complete a counterpoise 
to the arduous physical exertions of the laborer 
can be effected through a spontaneous mental 
activity,the more perfect will be his recreation. 
It follows that the least intellectual amuse- 
ment which a laboring man is capable of rel- 


ishing, is not, — —.— * , most 
renovating to bodily fatigue, but the contrary. 
On — the most intellectual and 


dignified employment which any man can be 
trained to relish as an alternative to manual 
labor, will prove the most ing of alter- 
natives. be argument which cribes 
and sensuous recreation for bodily 
fatigue, would only prove that taal va- 
cancy and slumber must be better still. 
Experience in the Water. 

Of all the statements of the rescued passen- 
gers we ha ve seen nothing more thrilling than 
this, from the New York Times.
